| BURMA RICE TRADE. 


LANDOWNERS BADLY HIT BY 
SLUMP. ‘ 

Over 8,000 Burmans, big ‘and 
petty landowners, .rice millers and 
cultivators, with a sprinkling .of 
Chinese and a few Chettlar bank- 
ers of the Ingein district, assembled 
recently at U Po Mya's rice mill, 
Tatkkyi, to suggest and discuss 
“waya and means of relieving tho 
present ° impoverished financial 
state of those people in tha¥Insein 
district connected with the rice 
trade. 

U Po'Mya, a landowner, rice-mill 
owner and retired myook, presided. 

‘The following resolutions were 
catried.—. : 

The price obtained to-day, they 
sald, was ‘Approximately Rs. 110 
to Ra, 118 per 100 baskets for old 
paddy and Rs. 70 for new paddy. 
It was resolved that @#hey would 
raise the price to Rs. 180 an not on 
any account sell for less, ‘If they 
could not get sale for thelr produce 
at the price fixed they would store 
it. . 


Postponement of Revenue , 
Collection. : 


’ On the question of revenue col- 
lection it was resolved ‘that they 
would approach the Government to 
consider the scheme of collecting 
land revenues from June 80 and 
Inter each year. They were hard 
pushed by the present system of 
collecting revenue early {n the year. 

Considering that the price of 
paddy had dropped so low and the 
assessment of the land had not drop- 
Ped in proportion, the meeting de- 
cided to ask the Government to 
make drastic cuts in assessment 
rates, 

As chettiars had practically stop- 
ped lending money, but more to 
keep the poor cultivator out of the 
clutches of the moneylenders, the 
meeting approved of a proposal to 
urge the Government to open a 
Farmers’ Bank in the Insein dis- 
trict. Saeed : 


Boycott of Foreign Goods, 


Many = speakers — spoke en- 
thusiastically about boycotting 
foreign goods, Thelr argument 


was that. since Burma rice was not |' 


being bought, there was no reason 
why ‘the Burmese people should 
allow the ttle money they had to 
go out of the country by buying 
foreign goods. They could yet re- 
trieve their. position » by. practising 
economy 
made in Burma, The speakers 
said that the-Japanese had definite- 
ly stated that Burma rice was not 
wanted In Japan. It was up to 
the Burmans then to refuse to buy 
Japanese goods, The meeting de- 
cided at the end to practise rigid 
economy, to buy Burniese-mada 
goods and to boycott foreign and in 
particular Japanese goods,

THE CONCLUSIVE. 


The results of part of the research 


work which is being carried out at. 


the National Physical Laboratory 
on behalf of the Ministry of Trans- 
port are contained in two papers 
which have been written for the 
. Institution of Automobile En; 
gineers. The subject is skidding. 
The first paper is concerned with 
the influence of the design of the 
vehicle upon its behaviour through 
the locking of a wheel or wheels by 
severe braking; 
with experiments devised. to show 
the transverse force required to 
cause sideslip when a wheel, rolls 
over various kinds of roud surface. 

These papers will be read in 
tondon, and will undoubtedly pro- 
yoke acute controversy in the en- 

wsuing’ digeussjon, 

The subject. is one of such ¢ex- 
treme importance to all motorists, 
remarks The Motor, that we have 
studied the papers with consider- 
able care. The experiments on 
which the first is based were made 

/ with a small model, devoid of 
springs and fitted with solid tyres, 
on a concrete surface givinge good 
adhesion. The authors optimisti- 
cally predict that the results will 
be found applicable to: full-scale 
yehicles; this is open to question, 
but arguments are rendered un- 
necessary by the fact that the re- 
sults reveal nothing that has not 
been known by engineers for many 
years, ‘ 

We are tempted to question the 
utility of a Government research 
‘into the design of vehicles from the 
standpoint of skidding when it is 
common knowledge that modern 
automobiles have advanced to such 
a stage that safety Is ensured 
except ‘on those, surfaces which 
provide altogether inadequate ad-

HAND SIGNALS.

It is customary to regard every 
new development of industry as 
being beneficial to the commercial 
motor, inasmuch as it provides ad- 
ditional scope for its use. That is 
perfectly true, and ia a legitimate 
way of looking at the matter. It 
is, however, even more correct to 
state that it is the commercial 
motor, in the service It offers, 
which has made those developments 
possible. Without its aid, the 
mobility it affords and the eman- 
cipation from railway dominance 
which it confers, they would be im- 
poysible. 

Take one such phase—the present 
tendency to move factories frém 
congested areas into rural! districts. 
Wore it not for the motor vehicle 
this decentralisation of moanufac- 
turers’ establishments would not be 
possible, states The Commercial 
Motor,’ for, quite apart from the 
provision of transport for the pro- 
ducts of the factory, there is the 
conveyance of the workpeople to be 
considered.

NEW TRAFFIC LAWS. 


Points for Motor Cyclists 
to Remember. 


London, Nov. 29, 1980. 

On Monday next, December 1, 
most of the first part of the Road 
Tyaffic Act will come into force. 
History will be made that day. It 
will mark the beginning of a new 
era of traffic regulation in this 
country. We need hardly stress 
the fact that it {s of the utmost 
importance to every motorcyclist ‘to 
know, on Monday morning, exactly 
what the Jaw requires 
Ignorance of the new regulations 
will not avail as an excuse for. their 
infringement. 

In the current . Issue of Motor 
Cycling there is a lengthy digest of 
the new laws affecting ‘motor- 
cyclists. Glancing at the provisjons 
that will take effect next week, the 
moat important, from the point of 
view of the average rider, atrike ua 
as being those relating: to danger- 
ous and careless driving. It must 
be realised that for the former ex* 
tremely severe penalties will be 
exacted in the future, whilst the 
latter becomes for the first time a 
specific offence, . On the other hand 
(owing to the widespread mis- 
apprehension on the subject), it 
cannot be emphasised too strongly 
that the speed limit has not yet 
been removed and that it still re- 
mains in force. . 

Its continuance until January 1 
haa been considered desirable by 
the authorities to allow further 
time for the police to equip them- 
selves with motor-cycles — for 
"gpeed cops” to come into being in 
substantial numbers. Motor Cycling 
welcomes the organisation of 
this specialised force. If one has 
to be charged for an offence under 
the Road Traffic Act it will be far 
better to be charged by a man who 
is himself a motorcyclist than by 
a possibly bucolic village hobby 
with no knowledge of the superb 
control which one has of a modern 
machine and consequently with no 
ability to decide as to what is dan- 
gerous driving and what {s not.

any person who has reasonable 
grounds for’ requiring to. gee it. 
Evidence of compliance with this 
part of the Act will have to be 
produced when a Road Fund li- 
cence is applied for, so that motor- 


lists when applying either to a 


licensing authority or to a post 
office for their Road Fund licences 
for 1931 will at the same time 
have to produce their certificate 
of insurance. : 

The Minister is informed that 
the. insurance companies and 
underwriters have in hand the 
preparation of the necessary 
certificates: in connection with all 
insured vehicles, and that these 
certificates will be forwarded to 
policy-holders without applicaticen 
as soon as possible before the 
close of the year. 

Additional Cover. 

In all cases where the existing 
policy does not give all the cover 
required by the Act by reason of 
a limitation of ‘liability in respect 
of injury to third parties the ne- 
cessary additional cover will have 
to'be arranged for. It ‘will be 
of assistance to insurance com- 
panies and underwriters if, for 
the present, policy-holders will re- 
frain from approaching them in 
respect of specific “insurance 
policies, z : 

In the case of employed drivers 
the necessary cover will normally 
be obtained by' the employer, 2s 
the. Act provides that no person 
may cause or. permit another to 
drive unless when. so driving he 
has the necessary cover against 
third party risks.
